An old Hasidic tale relates how a certain Jew was terribly upset when he failed to be se- 
lected to succeed the Rabbi of his local synagogue.

When the king retires at night, his crown rests on a nail fastened to the wall. Why on a 
nail, a common object used by common people for common purposes, and not on the head of a 
minister, especially selected for such a distinct honor?

No such danger with 
a nail. 

That ancient story speaks of the danger which is airways inherent in government. These who 
govern are nearly always prone to take themselves too seriously. They are tempted to believe 
that because they got elected or appointed to a high place, they somehow or other must have 
been endowed with superior wisdom and insight which entitles them to use the power, nece- 
ssarily inherent in government, to play God with other peoples' lives.

"First, the authors he listed, with the possible exception of Toynbee, aren't really his- 
torians. Nor is their writing properly called history. Their Style is that of the political 
scientist. The work of Gurr's that is best known jWhy Men Rebel ) and Schumpeter's best known 
work( Capitalism, Socialism and Democracy ) make the same mistake that most political scien- 
tists make. They study a phenomenon, than make a theory about it. This theory is backed up 
with all supportive evidence while all non-supportive evidence is done away with. Histor- 
ians take a different view. They study all available, pertinent evidence and then try to 
figure out what happened. Their outlook is primarily causal. The political Scientist says 
that his theory is applicable to almost any situation where the atmosphere is the same. What 
nonsense! Why do men rebel? Ask Gurr and he'll go into his spiel. This argument began with 
Guicciardini and Machiavelli, contemporaries and friends, Machiavelli wanted a series of 
rules that the smart Prince could use to govern. Guicciardini laughed at him, Guicciardini 
laughed at him. Guicciardini 1 s History of Italy takes a look at what happened in Italy after 
1454 and asks why. His style is that of a method of finding the truth, NOT predicting it. 
•■So in this way the authors listed are not historians. Their works shouldn't be seen as 
"„BAj3IC" either. For a strong background, one should turn to writings of Braudel or Bloch or 
LeRoy Ladurie. (And not his pop stuff, like Montaillou either.) Leroy Ladurie's Le Pay sans 
De Languedoc or Times of Feast Times" or Famine repay reading in ways that the limited per- 
spectives of Shumpeter never could. These authors help to provide a ground work for moving 
into other fields* I'm not trying to say that 'the.-works of the other authors Rod cited are 
useless. What is best is a critical method that could be used when reading the opinions of 
men like Rostow. Only then can one make sense out of ' the. writing of Marx &c. Braudel 's 
reasoning can be applied to any pertinent material. Marx* method has often proven inflexi- 
ble. How does this^all relate to the real world? Here I see how my own ideas merge with Rod 
Walker's. For reading, of things history or political science, broadens one's horizons. 
"Rod's statement about the caudillismo hit home. Only I would think its economic basis would 
be more important than its psychological effect. Jfcte idea mf the caudillo, caudillismo and 
bands was largely transported from Spain to the Hew World, This seems to be so since all 
we know about pre-H92 America comes from Archaelogy and Anthropology, but we know that the 
caudillo was long a part of the society of the Mediterranean basin. Here, in Spain, in 
Italy and North Africa, many people were living on lands that could barely support them. 
It was' natural to turn to the family and then a larger clientage group for protection and 
survival.
